Be it resolved by the officers and members of 
the camp, which are ccmposed of the rank and 
fle of the ex-confederate soldiers who are men 
of small means, but true to the cause they bat- 
tled to sustain. We are often called on to par- 
ticipate in public parades and other gatherings, 
but feel a delicacy in turning out on such an 
occasion on account of not having 
uniform and one becoming the old veteran. Be 
it further 

Resolved, That a committee of three be ap- 
pointed by commander to represent the 
camp before his honor, the mayar, and mem- 
bers of the gereral council of the city of At-

MADE PERMANENT

MAY STOP PRESENT SYSTEM 


Permanent Police Reserve 1s Wanted 
at the Barracks, 


TWO RESOLUTIONS INTRODUCED 


They Were Referred to Police Com- 
mittee for Action, and an In- 
teresting Discussion Is 
Likely To Take 
Place. 


A movement proposing to abolish the 
present police reserve sysitem and to es- 
ta»lish a permanent reserve for the de- 
partment has been launched. It came 
before council yesterday afternoon in the 
shape of two resolutions and both were 
referred to ‘the police committee. 

One resolution provides for a 
maintaining 


special 
appropriation to ‘be used in 
a permanent police reserve and the other 
provides that it be made unlawful for 
the board of police ecommissioners to re- 


' quire policemen to serve on reserve 
| ‘ter they have completed their regular du- 
ties on their beats. 

There was. no discussion over the reso- 
lutions yesterday afternoon and no at- 
tempt was madegto place them on a sec- 
ond reading. Both resolutions were re- 
ferred to the police committee for action, 
and it is probable that a lively discussion 
will be made before that body regarding 
them. 

The resolution providing for the appro- 
priation was introduced by Councilman 
Barrett and is as follows: 

“Resolved by the general council that 
the sum of $3,262.40 be appropriated for 
the purpose of establishing a permanent 
reserve force at police headquarters for 
the year 1900; the same to come from the 
contingent fund.” 

The second resolution bearing on the 
subject was introduced:py Mayor Pro 
Tem Mayson. It provides that it shall 
be unlawful for the board of police com- 
missioners to require regular policemen 
of the force to do extra duty on the 
police reserve after they have performed 
their various duties as patrolmen. 

It was stated that the object of this 
second resolution was to make it clearly 
understood that a special 
be provided and that those who. consti- 
tute that portion of the force will not 
be allowed to do duty as patrolmen nor 
will patrolmen be allowed to do duty as 
members of the reserve. 

It is for the abolishing of the police 
reserve that the memers of the force 
have been working for several years. 
They have sought pledges from almost 
every candidate for council during the 
past few years, and it has been a matter 
.of considerable disappointment to the 
members of the force that the matter has 
never been brought up. 

(Members of the police force, as all who 
know the workings of the department 
are aware, patrol their beats for eight 
hours. After they are relieved from du- 


once a week, to serve eight additional 
hours on the police reserve. 
them at the police barracks and they are 
supposed to be ready for all emergency 
calls. 

They atitend all fires within the fire 
limits of the city and must be ready to 
go to any place in the city where there 
is danger of riot. 
or four years ‘the reserve has been called 
out only four or five times ‘becuuse of 
riots, although it frequently answers fire 
alarms.

The board of health is now at liberty to 
employ its own physician to take charge 
of the city hospital for contagious dis- 
eases. The matter was brought to the at- 
tention of council yesterday afternoon in 
the shape of a resolution from Dr. Roy, 
chairman of the committee on hospitals 
and charities. 

This resolution repealed 
the city code, which provided that the 
city physiciaas were to he nlaced in 
charge of the hospital by the chairman of 
the committee on hospitals and charities. 
The resolution further provided that a 
physician was.to be employed by the 
board of health, his compensation to be 
determined upon by that board. and he 
was to devote himself to the cases in the 
hospital, not returning to the city until 
there were no more patients for him to 
look after. 

To this resoiution, Dr. Longino offered 
an amendment, which provided that the 
selection of the physician for the hospital 
for contagious diseases was to be left to 
the board of health, and that the manner 
in which he was to work should also be 
determined upon by that board.
